They said the unpublished document on 
Lebanon also took note of an undertaking by 
the Palestinian commandos to halt attacks on 
Israel from the south. 

Palestinian sources say that attacks across 
the border have already been stopped to 
spare Lebanon from Israeli reprisals. 

This week's Arab League summit was the 
second held without Egypt — once its largest 
member. Egypt was suspended from the 
league following President Anwar Sadat’s 
Camp David peace accords with Israel and 
the United States. 

The league’s headquarters has been moved 
from Cairo to Tutus and Klibi, a former 
Tunisian Minister of Information, succeeded 
Egypf s Mahmoud Riad as secretary general 

All 21 remaining members took part in this 
week’s summit. 

The final declaration renewed Arab states' 
pledges to the Palestinian cause and their 
denunciation of President Sadat? s peace with 
Israel 

The Arab leaders undertook to work out a 
common political military and economic 
strategy in the next year and also warned the 
United States that its support for Israel would 
damage its interests in the Arab world.

In London die dollar was trading at 1 .7601 
West German marks, 0.6528 Swiss francs 
and 4.133S French francs, compared with 
1.7530 marks, 1.660 Swiss and 4.1 36 French 
francs before the Iranian foreign minister 
said foreign debts contracted by the Shah’s 
regime would not be repaid.

‘Violation of Islam ’ 

World condemns attack 


RIYADH, Nov. 23 (SPA) — U.S. Treas- 
ury Secretary G. William Miller arrived here 
Friday night for talks with senior officials of 
the Kingdom. 

It was the first stop on a Middle East tour 
that also indudes Kuwait and the United 
Arab Emirates, and his first trip to the King- 
dom since he took over as treasury secretary 
last summer. 

Miller is to meet with King Khaled and 
Crown Prince Fabd and other Saudi Arabian 
officials for discussions of bilateral issues. 

He will also sign a renewal of a five-year 
technical agreement between the Kingdom 
and the United States. Minister of Finance 
and National Economy Sheikh Muhammad 
Aba Al-KhailwiD sign on behalf of the Kmg - 
dom.i 

Miller will stay here for three days, and will 
bold a press conference prior to his depar- 
ture. 

In London, Associated Press reporters 
travelling with Miller reported Friday that he 
said President Jimmy Carter may impose 
m a n da t ory measures to reduce ofl consump- 
tion in the U.S. next year. 

He said steps to control use of .autos could 
be done through gasoline rationing and an 
increase in gasoline taxes or some o filer steps 
be didn’t specify. 

Other mandatory measures could include 
fighting controls and temperature controls, 
he said. 

All the options of mandatory curtailment, 
price curtailment, have to be looked at,” Stil- 
ler said. “We need to make a tremendous 
effort next year to restrain demand.” 

Miller said reducing energy consumption 
to help restrain oil price increases is bow the 
key to controlling inflation in the United 
States. 

“The battle now revolves around energy.” 
he said. “If ofl prices continue rising, then all 
other efforts to control inflation, including 
efforts to support the dollar, will be frus- 
trated.” 


He said Cartels advisers hope to havei set 
of specific proposals ready for him ic^-og- 
sider fay mid- December in time to work out a 
final proposal to be presented to Congress in 
January. 

The decision hasn’t yet been made whether 
actually to propose mandatory controls or 
stick to voluntary controls to reduce con- 
sumtpion. 

“ Whether we wfl] go one way or the other, 
I simply don't know.” 

It was learned a week ago that an administ- 
ration inter-agency task force was working on 
options for conserving oil for the president to 
consider, but Mfllei's statement was the 
strongest yet by a high official that mandatory 
measures are being seriously considered. 

Any mandatory actions would have to be 
approved by Congress before they could take 
effect, however, an official said. 

Stiller said it would be unrealistic not to 
expect the Organization of Oil Exporting 
Countries to vote some additional increase in 
oil prices when they meet in Caracas Dec. 10. 


RIYADH, Nov. 23 (SPA) — Leaders from 
all over the world cabled and telephoned 
King Khaled to express their outrage at the 
attack on the Holy Haram. 

They said they were particularly upset that 
the attackers — a group of de viators from 
Islam — had violated the sanctity of Islam's 
holiest shrine and terrorized and shed the 
blood of innocent worshippers d urine 
prayers. 

At the same time those calling the King 
voiced their support for the Saudi. Arabian 
government for the wisdom with which it has 
dealt with the situation. 

They praised the Kingdom's insistence on 
capturing the attackers without hurting any 
of the worshippers inside or damaging the 
mosque or the Holy Kaaba inside. 

Among those calling were King Hussein of 
Jordan, Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi, 
President Muhammad Zia-ul-Haq of Pakis- 
tan, and Palestine Liberation Organization 
Chairman Yasser Arafat 

Other world leaders also added their voices 
Friday to the growing chorus denouncing the 
takeover. Thursday, the Arab League sum- 
mit in Tunis condemned the attack. 

Meanwhile, Imams of mosques in the Ing- 
dom denounced the “mean aggression” car- 
ried out by the attackers. 

They devoted their Friday prayers to the 
attacks on the sanctity of the mosque, and 
called for the most severe penalties to be 
inflicted on the perpetrators. 

Sheikh Abdul Aziz bin Saleh, the Imam of 
the Holy Prophef s Mosque in Medina, said 
that “criminals exploited the sanctity of the 
shrine and the sanctity of the holy month to 
slaughter innocent people performing their 
devotions.” 

He said that in doing so the attackers were 
waging war cn God, on his Prophet Muham- 
mad and trying to spread corruption on earth. 
The penalty they deserve is clearly specified 
in the Holy Koran, he said. 

Quoting from the Koran, he read the veise, 
“Those who fight God and his Prophet and 
endeavor to spread corruption on earth 
deserve to be killed or crucified or have their 1 
hands and legs cut off or be exiled from 

v^Uul. 

Sheikh Abdul Aziz praised the govern- 
ment’ s policy regarding the seizure, which he 
said “showed wisdom and foresight to avoid 
shedding the blood of innocent worship- 
pers.”

Carter summons advisers 


ISLAMABAD. Nov. 23 (Agencies) — 
More than 300 Americans left the Pakistani 
capital Friday in an airlift ordered by the U.S. 
State Department after a mob sacked the 
U.S. Embassy here in a riot that killed six 
persons, including two American soldiers. 

_ The bodies of Marine Chip. Steven Crow- 
ley of New York and Army Chief Warrant 
O fibber Bryan EUis of North Carolina were 
put aboard the chartered Pan Am Jumbo jet 
before the 309 evacuees boarded. 

Children hugged teddy bears and parents 
carried infants and pet cages. Some cried. 


others questioned the necessity of the evat 
ation. 

The departure from Islamabad Airpi 
was conducted under tight security and o 
reporter interviewing evacuees was eject 
from the area. 

Up to 100 other American dependents a 
non-essential U.S. personnel were expect 
to board the plane when it stopped 
Ka ra c hi , Pakistan's largest city.

Iran to repudiate Shah’s foreign debts

TEHRAN, Nov. 23 (Agencies) — Foreign 
Minister Abolhassan Bani Sadr announced 
Friday that Iran would not pay any foreign 
debts contracted during the regime of the 
deposed Shah. 

The debts are estimated to exceed $ 15 
billion, Bani Sadr said during Friday prayers 
at Tehran University. 

“We will not pay these debts, which are 
borrowed by looters,” be said in a speech 
broadcast live on Tehran radio. 

The announcement left international ban- 
kers perplexed, since several times since the 
February revolution which toppled the Shah 
the government here had said it would honor 
debts contracted under the old regime. 

But Bani Sadr said that previously officials 
had estimated those debts at only $ 800 mil- 
lion, but Thursday night came up with the 
new and much larger estimate. 

- The dollar, however, showed little reaction 
in late trading to the announcement from 
Iran. Against the West German mark it 
remained at 1.7630 marks. 

Meanwhile, about 20 foreigners, most of 
them Americans, surprised Iranians Friday 
by parading through the streets of Tehran to 
demand the extradition of the Shah ‘ because , 
having lived here through the revolution, we 
know him to be a murderer.” 

The m archers, accompanied by about 20 
revolutionary guards, were cheered by scores 
of Iranians shouting " Long Live Americans” 
as they walked from Ferdowsi Square to 
Tehran University and bade. One American 
said the group was divided over the taking of 
American hostages at the U.S. embassy but 
that they were unanimous about the Shah. 

Iranian leader Ayatollah Khomeini fired a 
new salvo at the United States, calling on all 
Muslims and American blacks to rise anri 
“join us in this struggle between the infidel 
and Islam.” 

Meanwhile, a secret document obtained by 
the Associated Press suggested that the 
United States had at one time planned to 
grant permanent residence to the deposed 
Shah, now receiving cancer treatent in New 
York. 

It said officials discussed the idea as early 


as last summer while admitting Iranian offi* 
rials “may not like” the idea. 

Scores of Iranians cheered and clapped as 
the foreigners in favor of extraditing the Shah 
marched through the city in the first anti- 
Shah demonstration by Americans and other 
foreign residents of Tehran. 

David Dunks, 30, of San Francisco, said be 
had been living here three months teaching 
E ngl ish . He said members of the group had 
different opinions on the takeover of the 
embassy but they all agreed about foe Shah. 

The document obtained by the AP was sent 
in August by Henry Precht, U.S. State 
Department Iranian affairs director, to Bruce 
Lamgen, the now-captive U.S. charge 
d'affaires in Iran. It said the United States 
should aim to admit the Shah permanently by 
next January after stepping up security at the 
embassy here. 

Meanwhile, UNESCO officials in Paris 
said Ireland* s Sean MacBride, winner of both 
the Nobel and Lenin peace prizes. Is negotiat- 
ing in Tehran on behalf of UNESCO to seek a 
“humanitarian solution” to the embassy 
seige. MacBride, former director of Amnesty 
International, flew to Tehran Wednesday. 

Students at the embassy released five 
non-American hostages Thursday, and 
issued a statement reiterating they would not 
free the remaining Americans unless the 
Shah was returned to Iran for trial. Thirteen 
Americans, blacks and women, were released 
previously and deported. 

The commander of Iran’s navy ordered put 
his forces on full alert * to counter the 
approach of American warships, dispatched 
to the Indian Ooean, south of Iran, by Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter. 

Carter summoned his top foreign policy 
advisers to his Camp David mountain retreat 
Friday to plan new tactics for gaining the 
release of 49 Americans held hostage since 
Nov. 4 when Iranian students seized the 
embassy. 

Khomeini in a statement from his head- 
quarters in Qom broadcast over state radio, 
warned that the students would blow up the 
embassy and kill the hostages if the United 


States attempts to rescue them by force. 

The Carter administration said earlier this 
week that it hoped to end the standoff peace- 
fully but had “other remedies” available. 

IT an attack occurs, Khomeini said, “our 
youngmen have announced ... they would 
blow up the embassy with everything in it. 
Should this happen, we cannot restrain those 
who have lived under oppression for 50 
years.” 

In his speech, Khomeini said he read in a 
newspaper that “all the people of Pakistan 
are reported to have risen against America. 
This is good news for our oppressed people, 
for they realize they are not alone. Muslims 
must become a single hand.” 

A mob sacked the U.S. embassy in the 
Pakistani capital of Islamabad on Wednes- 
day. 

“I call on all Muslim nations, all Muslims, 
all Muslim armies, ail Islamic security forces 
and all Muslim countries’ presidents to co- 
operate with our nation,” Khomeini said. 
“This is not a struggle between us and 
America. It is between Islam and the infidel” 

“They must not be afraid,” Khomeini 
*dded, “ thinking that America is a big power 
that it is a satanic power which can destroy 
everything in a single day. This is prop- 
aganda. America cannot use its power against 
Muslims.” 

Khomeini added that “American blacks 
who have been subject to U.S. oppression are 
now in accord with us. Even they might rise. 
At such a sensitive time, when we arc stand- 
ing up against America and its satanic plots, 
they must agree with us and cooperate with 
us.” 

Adm. Ahmed Madam, the Iranian naval 
commander, said be had placed his forces on 
full alert after President Carter ordered the 
carrier Kitty Hawk and five escort ships to sail* 
from the Philippines into the Indian Ocean to 
join the carrier Midway, now cruising 600 
miles south of Iran. 

A Pentagon spokesman said the Iranian 
navy consists of 22,000 personnel and a sur- 
face force of three destroyers and several fri- 
gates.

HASA, Nov. 23 (SPA) — The 
asa irrigation and drainage pro- 
ct has so far cost SR550 million, 
uhammad Abdullah Abu Batin, 
rector general of the project, 
ys. 

The project serves 52,000 farms 
ith a total area of 21,000 hec- 
res. It uses water from 32 


’rings, including those of Haql 
ram Al-Sabe, Khudoud, Hara. 
nbrat, Jawahariyya and Fawarah. 
The farm land is watered by 
,525 kilometers of concrete can- 
s which were designed in a ter- 
iced form to faciliate the flow of 
ater. Dates, vegetables, animal 
ed. citrus fruits and the Hasa rice 
rain are produced. 

' Abu Batin said the drainage sys- 
:m ensures that subterranean 
ater does not rise high enough to 
luse swamps and prevent the no- 
vation of fruits and vegetables, 
/ith this in mind three main 
rain age plants were built to get 


rid of surplus water by evapora- 
tion. They are connected to smal- 
ler drainage canals with a total 
length of 1,500 kilometers. 

Engineers are carrying out 
studies for recycling waste water 
in irrigation. Results haveso.br 
been encouraging. 

The government has allocated 
SR35 million for clearing 3,000 
lrilo meters of private drainage 
canals of weed for the formers. In 
addition to clearing 1,500 
kilometers of canals belonging to 
the authority. 

Abu Batin said that soon 
16,000 square meters of swamps 
will be reclaimed and 275,000 
square meters of roads w31 be 
levelled and compacted. During 
the same period, estimated at a 
month, 90,000 kilometers of pri- 
vate drainage canals will be 
cleared. 

The Hasa Irrigation and Drain- 
age Authority is also carrying out 


experiments with the cooperation 
of Nationalist Chinese experts on 
developing new and improved 
strains of rice in 100 experimental 
farms. Farmers are given advice 
free. 

The Ministry of Communica- 
tions this year agreed to asphalt 
248 kilometers in the agricultural 
project. 


DOHA, Nov. 23 (SPA) — A 
four day conference on the Holy 
Prophet opens here Saturday. It is 
organized by the government of 
Qatar in cooperation with the 
Jeddah-based Organization of the 
Islamic Conference.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (Agen- 
cies) — The deposed Shah of Iran 
says he has completed radiation 
treatments for cancer and hopes to 
leave here for Mexico within two 
weeks, according to ABC News. 

In an interview Thursday with 
the network's Barbara Walters, 
the Shah said be was “very anxi- 
ous to leave" the United States 
and, in fact, never wanted to come 
here in the first place. 

Miss Walters quoted the Shah 
as saying he needs “semi-surgery’ 
on his gallbladder to remove 
another stone. This procedure will 
involve inserting a small basket- 
like device into a bladder tube, 
trapping the stone and pulling it 
out. 

“The Shah doesn’t know 
«xactly when the (gallbladder) 
surgery will begin,” Miss Walters 
said. “ It depends how he reacts to 
the radiation. But he’s very anxi- 
ous to go, and hopes it will be 
within two weeks.” 

The Shah's surgeon, Dr. Bjorn 
Thorbjamarson, reached at his 
home Thursday night, said he 
could not comment on the report. 


But other doctors attending the 
Shah have said privately they 
would not oppose his leaving once 
the radiatio n treatments were 

finished and the gallstone was out. 

He was wearing a paisley robe 
and pajama and standing when 
Miss Walters entered his 17th 
floor hospital room at New York 
Hospital-Coraell Medical Center. 
He was reportedly very alert. 

She quoted the Shah as saying, 
“Idid not want to come here,” and 
that he had to come to the United 
States from Mexico to use a 
sophisticated diagnosing instru- 
ment called the body scanner. 
Miss Walters said he told her that 
his wife.

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With control of the trade route came riches 

The awesome remains of an Arab civilization 


By Rosalind Ingrams 
“Match me such a marvel save in 
Eastern clime A rose-red city half 
as old as Time.** 

With these famous lines an 
otherwise obscure poet. Dean 
Vurgon. immortalized the ancient 
Nabatean city of Petra, 

Not the least extraordinary 
aspect of this extraordinary place 
is that it was only brought to light 
again in 1812 after many centuries 
of oblivion. It was the remarkable 
Swiss scholar and explorer John 
Burckhardt who, while journeying 
from Damascus to Cairo, heard 
tantalising tales from his Arab 
guides of a fabulous city hidden 
wi thin the rocks. Determined to 
find the place, Burckhardt con- 
ceived a clever plan . Knowing that 
the tomb of Aaron was close ro the 
place, he declared to his guides 
that he had vowed to make a sac- 
rifice at the holy site. They were 
forced to respect the solemnity of 
this vow, although otherwise sus- 
picious of any stranger setting foot 
in the forbidden territory. Suspi- 
cion combined with brigandage 
had hitherto excluded all but the 
native inhabitants from the fast- 
nesses of Petra. Thus Burckhardt, 
though under duress and not dar- 
ing to satisfy his intense curiosity 
at the vast prospect that opened 
before his eyes, was able to con- 
clude that this was indeed Petra, 
referred to by such ancient writers 
as Strabo. 

The region is that of Biblical 
Edom, known now as the Wadi 
Mousa (Moses) and watered by 
the spring of Ain Mousa. one of 
several candidates for the original 
spring that gushed when Moses 
struck the rock. The village of El Ji 
climbs the eastern side of the val- 
ley, and from it there is not a hint 
of the existence of Petra, locked in 
the western range a mile or two 
off. 


Who can forget the approach to 
Petra ? A very narrow cleft, called 
the Siq, winding between sheer 
walls of rock must be followed, on 
foot or on horseback, for a good 
mile, [f you rise early you will have 
the place to yourself, with only the 
cawing of ravens to keep you 
company in the shadowy dawn. 
Later in the day the Siq is full of 
the dust and clatter or parties of 
tourists on horseback. Full too, 
alas, of the roar and dust of vehi- 
cles rattling in and out with sup- 
plies of Pepsi and workmen on a 
project. Against the hideous noise 
of the motors must be set the relief 
of finding cold drinks in the most 
unlikely spots across Petra. 

The long tunnel of the Siq, in 
which' -you can never see more 
than fifty yards ahead, comes to a 
sudden end with the vision of the 
Treasury. This is one of the most 
perfect and splendid of the 
monuments, a towering facade 
crisply sculpted in the glowing 
stone. Burckhardt managed to 
look inside h and even made a 
rapid sketch plan. The visitor who 
looks in will see what be will see a 
hundred times over : a huge 
square void. Sometimes there are 
niches (loculi), once or twice there 
will be an “ altar ’* or a “ bench, " 
but these are insignificant com- 
pared to the vast empty chamber. 
Were they tombs? Were they 
shrines? Were they dwellings? 
Even these basic questions have 
yet to be answered satisfactorily 
by archaeologists. 

Although inhabited since the 
earliest times, Petra was given its 
characteristic architectural face by 
the Nabateans. Residents of Saudi 
Arabia have the opportunity to 
visit their other masterpiece, 
Medain Salih, near Al* Ula. There 
are numerous other traces of their 
habitations scattered between 
north Arabia and north Jordan,

The Nabateans were an Arab 
tribe ; their script was father to 
Kufic, the primitive Arabic script. 
First mentioned by the Assyrians 
in the seventh century B.C., they 
had become a power to be reck- 
oned with by the fourth century 
B.C. They flourished until about 
the second century A.D. when the 
Romans incorporated Petra into 


misty Dead Sea plain far away to 
the north-west, and realizing that 
this strange place has been sought 
out as the haunt of men since the 
very earliest times and is still 
sought out and inhabited. 

It is the natural features of Petra 
that stay in the minds of travellers 
long after the history has been for- 
gotten. The wild coloration of the 
rocks is the striking of all and led 
Edward Lear's cook to exclaim

their provincial government, 
adding characteristic embellish- 
ments such as the theatre. 

The Nabateans grew rich by 
gaining control over the great 
incense route from south Arabia, 
Arabia Felix. Caravans passing 
through the comparative bot- 
tleneck of north Arabia before 
reaching their goals of Damascus 
and the Mediterranean were eas- 
ily forced to pay levies to those 
who controlled the route. The 
wealth thus amassed was turned 
by these one-time tribes into 
building the astonishing cities and 
monuments that we see still. 

The motifs they used were a 
mixture of Assyrian and Greco- 
Roman. The reckless amount of 
labor expended on the monu- 
ments makes the sightseer gasp. 
You may climb a thousand feet to 
the most remote, inaccessible 
spot, such as El Deir, and come 
upon a vast edifice , the result 
of unimaginable toil. (You wfll be 
welcomed, too, with cold drinks, 
enterprisingly carried up by don- 
key and stored in a cave.) 

The architecture that remains at 
Petra is essentially facade 
architecture. Only one free- 
standing building of importance 
remains, the temple known as 
Kasr el Bint This is now invisible 
under scaffolding while it is being 
restored. Drilling work is also in 
progress just opposite, so that a 
day in Petra is not one of romantic 
solitude. Indeed quite the reverse, 
for as well as the roar of the drills 
there is an abundant and noisy 
domestic life. Several dozen 
Bedouin households make their 
homes here, as they have done 
since time immemorial, and with 
their animals and children greatly 
enliven the atmosphere. There is 
awe in standing upon a mountain 
top, the High Place for instance, 
g aring at the stupendous forma- 
tions of crags and peaks, with 
Aaron's tomb glistening white on 
its pinnacle to the so ufo and the 


that they had arrived in the land of 
mayonnaise and chocolate sauce. 
Bands, waves, swoops and twirls 
of yellow, slate-blue, maroon, 
white, orange combine in every 
imaginable marbling pattern in 
the rocks. The effects are richly 
bizarre and the combinations 


always fresh. Add to this a lush 
growth of oleander and juniper 
and wild flowers wherever enough 
soil has gathered between the 
rocks, with a darting, fluting popu- 
lation of birds, and you have fasci- 
nation enough even without the 
treasures of archaeology. 

Many tourists try to “do” Petra 
in as little as half a day, cramming 
h into a packed program of most 
of Jordan's sights. Petra is too 
good a plum to be gobbled so 
rapaciously. The longer walks, the 
stiff climbs are so well worthwhile, 
the beauty of the place so unique 
that visitors should try to spend at 
least a day and a half. The Gov- 
ernment Rest-House provides a 
most convenient base, and guests 
will be amused to find themselves 
taking meals in a cavernous tomb 
which has been incorporated into 
the hotel. Excellent roads now 
link Petra to Aqaba in the south 
and Amman in the north. The 
slower and more picturesque road 
to Amman is known as the King's 
Highway, as distinguished from 
the Desert Highway which is fast 
but monotonous. The former is 
worth taking for the spectacular 
scenery and the chance to visit 
Crusader castles sucb as Shobak 
and Kerak, and to see the mosaics 
at Madaba and Mount Nebo. The 
most useful guides are The Anti- 
quities of Jordan by Lank as ter 
Harding (available in Amman), 
and the Blue Guide on the Middle 
East. 
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A DAY OF SADNESS 


Yesterday was the day of anger. Today the day of sadness 
for the deed and gratitude for its elimination. The Holy Kaaba 
is saved, by GckT s grace, from those who tried to desecrate it. 

Yesterday* s news was beyond belief. In Islam’s long history, 
and in the long history of the wars waged against it by its 
enemies, few incidents can compare with yesterday’s attack in 
vileness. 

Muslims have to be on their guard. Islamic countries every- 
where are under attack. The attack in Mecca shows the threat 
most clearly. The Israelis, when attacking and capturing the 
Second Sanctuary, gimed at precisely what yesterday’s attack- 
ers aimed at. To challenge Islam and show their contempt for 
it. Now the First and Holiest Sanctuary has been subjected to 
insult. 

For months now, there were reports of conspiracies. Provo- 
cations abounded, money was distributed, arms smuggled, 
renegades and atheists recruited. But in the end, the Saudi 
Arabian government showed its ability to discharge its duty 
towards the Holy Sanctuary. Anger at the deluded souls that 
perpetrated the deed was mixed with admiration at the swift- 
ness and resolution of the reaction. • 

The Saudi government certainly did not need the test. But 
as it showed itself equal to it when it came, all the enemies of 
Islam became doubly warned. The swiftest, severest retribu- 
tion awaits them. 


THE LEBANESE POSITION 


The Tunis Summit started its deliberations with the prob- 
lem of South Lebanon rather than the general problem of 
peace in the Middle East. This demonstrates the urgency of 
the Lebanese crisis as well the realization that hammering out 
a united Arab stand towards it will not be an easy task. 

Since the Lebanese crisis is part of the general crisis of the 
Middle East, it would have seemed logical for the summit to 
deal with the general Arab strategy in the struggle for a just 
and comprehensive peace in which the dangerous limitation 
of the Camp David peace is transcended. But the Lebanese 
government pressed for an immediate debate. 

One could understand the Lebanese position, given the 
horrific combination of a devastating civil war and external 
aggression which the country is still being forced to endure. 
But there is also justice in the view that the Lebanese govern- 
ment is demanding what the Arab leadership cannot as yet 
deliver. 

The element of justice in the position of the Sarkis 
administration is clear. The country could not be left to face 
the brunt of Israeli aggression alone. But then the official 
Lebanese view turns unrealistic when it demands that the 
country is completely isolated from the Arab- Israeli conflict 

Lebanon cannot exist in a vacuum. And if it has to be 
admitted that external factors contributed to its tragedy it is by 
no means true that there were no internal, purely Lebanese 
factors which played their part. All actors in the tragic conflict 
there have to realize the intimate links between the general 
situation in the Middle East and the internal Lebanese situa- 
tion. 

This means that all of them have to recognize a higher 
interest, that of the Arab side as a whole, to which they have to 
sacrifice at least part of what they take to be their full due. This 
goes for the Palestinians as well as for the Lebanese. The 
former have to see that Lebanon is not simply a spring board 
for them in their just fight. The latter must realize that the 
Palestinians are not there by design, and that the fight they are 
conducting concerns the Arab world as a whole.

For h is not just a story, 
it is a treasure hunt.

He concentrates on exquisitely detailed and 
observed objects; hedgerows, blades of grass, wild 
flowers, small wild animals lflcft field mice and hares 
from the Gloucestershire countryside where be 
lives. All his pictures include objects from his own 
life, faces of people he knows, toys and games 
belonging to daughter Polly, age two. 

He has never had art training and joined the Navy 
when he left school, working for four years as an 
electronics engineer. After that be got jobs in fac- 
tories. At first quite responsible ones , 4 but gradually 
the jobs got grottier and grottier because I found 
otherwise all my “ thin V* " was used up and I had no 
energy left for my painting in the evening.'

KABUL — 

A victorious battalion of slogan-shouting, flag- 
waving Uzbek soldiers, a couple wearing grubby 
bandages round head wounds, drove into Kabul last 
week to a varied reception from its citizens. 

Most waved and cheered as police ordered traffic 
into the kerb to make way for the Soviet armoured 
personnel carriers and trucks. Other onlookers 
were less demonstrative. Some elderly turbanned 
men with red, henna-dyed beards stared silently 
vrith what was either sheer stupefaction or some- 
thing else. 

A taxi driver made a face which might not have 
been entirely to do with his annoyance at being kept 
waiting. 

There is little doubt that the Marxist regime of 
Hafizullah Amin has fought an immensely success- 
ful autumn campaign against rebel tribesmen in 
Paktia province along the border with Pakistan. 

At least 40,000 of the badly organized and poorly 
armed rebels have sought sanctuary on the other 
side of the Durand Line, swelling the number of 
Afghan refugees in Pakistan to around quarter-of-a 
-million. Many came across the mountainous fron- 
tier with tales of the havoc wrought by armour- 
plated Russian helicopter gunships impervious for 
this first major success against the rebels, who have 
been fighting the Marxists in the name of Islam for 
more than a year. 

There are at least 1 ,500 Red Array advisers in the 
country, and for the first time the regime appears to 
have heeded Russian advice and tempered force 
with persuasion .There are reliable reports of clans 
and even entire tribes being bought off; of the 
introduction of psychological warfare in the manner 
of the British frontier campaigns of the 1920s and 
1930s with pamphlets dropped warning villagers 
that their homes would be bombed if they har- 
boured rebels. 

Comrade Amin, general secretary of the Central 
Committee of the People’s Democratic Party of 
Afghanistan, president of the Revolutionary Coun- 
cil and Prime Minister of the Democratic Republic, 


is not, however, a man to go into detail on tactical 
matters. 

He answeres questions in the English he had 
learned at Colombia University, but in a style that 
owed more to some very old-fashioned Marxist- 
Leninist rhetoric. 

“It is true that our people have reacted to the 
interventionist and reactionary elements very 
strong,” he said. “And this was the reaction of the 
working people of Afghanistan, particularly Paktia 
province.” 

“Wherever the armed forces of the Democratic 
Republic of Afghanistan reached they were wel- 
comed and they were warmly received by the peo- 
ple, who were giving strong blows to the enemies of 
the revolution.” 

To explain the inner workings of Afghan tribes- 
men in terms of class struggle and other jargon 
derived froip the proletarian struggle of nineteenth 
century Europe seems a slavish devotion to the 
ceremonial dress of Marxism. 

Amin’s remarks about the brotherly love 
Afghanis possess for the Soviet people also ring 
hollow in the bazaar, where poorly paid Russians 
are seen as no substitute for the missing Western 
tourists. 

There is so much red bunting in Kabul that some 
government buildings look as though they have 
been gift-wrapped. There’s more Marxist 
window-dressing at the airport, where a banner 
says: “Welcome to the new- model revolution.” 

From the airport lounge it is possible to watch the 
ungainlyRussian helicopters in their camouflage 
paints, stubby little dodo's wings laden with guns 
and rockets, plus a heavy cannon in a bulbous front 
turret below the pilot, taking the revolution to the 
people. 

But Amin is no stooge. His amiable schoolmas- 
ter’s exterior masks a steely and stubborn character 
who would hardly be the Kremlin's' or anybody 
else’s first choice as a puppet. 

Before President Mohammed Daoud and his 
family were killed in April last year it was Amin’s 
task to try to subvert the army on behalf of the 


clandestine Co mmunis ts. Remarkably, he suc- 
ceeded. 

During the last days before the uprising against 
Daoud he was the only senior member of the party . 
still at liberty. He seized the opportunity to order 
the troops he had won over into action before his 
comrades faced the firing squad. 

Among those he rescued was Nur Muhammad 
Taraki who had the patronage of the Russians and 
became President, while Amin bided his time as 
Prime Minister, gathering around him a clique of 
loyal followers. 

Matters came to a bead on September 14, when 
three army officers, one of them the commander of 
the armoured unit which had disposed of Daou<fs 
loyal troops, were sacked from cabinet positions. 
They went to Taraki to complain .and Russian 
Ambassador Alexander Busanov, the doyen of the 
diplomatic corps in Kabul, was called in to mediate. . . 

Exactly how subsequent events unfolded is still > 
not clear, but it seems that Busanov persuaded 
Amin over the telephone that no harm would come 
to him if be went to the People’s House for talks. 

When he arrived, Taraki 1 s men open fired and 
one of Amin's bodyguards was shot dead. Amin 
returned with a larger force and Taraki was either 
killed in the gun battle that followed or taken pris- 
oner and summarily executed. Busanov disap- 
peared int the Russian Embassy, where it is thought 
he gave sanctuary to the three sacked offioers. 

The officers, together with six other senior dissi- 
dents from the People's Democratic Party, are now 
in Eastern Europe, where it is thought the Soviets 
are grooming them as a workable alternative in case 
anything goes seriously wrong with Amin. 

Meanwhile they have obviously decided to come 
to terms with the new ruler. Busanov, who lived in 
Afghanistan for seven years and is probably the 
Kremlin's leading expert on the country, has been 
withdrawn and replaced by Flkiyat Tabeyev, who 
since 1960 has been the Communist Party chief in 
the Tartar Republic. 

Amin in turn has adopted a more compromising

It was the discovery in 
the nineteen thirties of some 
ancient ritual inscriptions along- 
side graffiti that first led Professor 
Serjeant and other scholars to 
connect existing ibex hunting with 
the remote past.

The survival of dancing too is

Professor Serjeant, the main role 
in the Taif dance was that of the 
man skilfully impersonating the 
hunted animal.

Belgium endorses missile siting 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 23 (AP) — 
The Belgian government has publ- 
icly endorsed, for the first time, 
the proposal of the North Atlantic 
Treaty organization (NATO) to 
deploy S72 nuclear-armed 
intermediate- range missiles in 
Western Europe. 

Foreign Minister Henri 
Simonet and Defense Minister 
Jose Desmarets said in separate 
statements to parliament's 
Defense and Foreign affairs 
Committees Thursday they favor 
the deployment proposal coupled 
with an offer to Moscow to negoti- 
ate curbs on intermediate-range 
nuclear arms in Europe. 

It was the first time the Belgian 
ministers officially endorsed the 
NATO plan to deploy the missiles. 
The weapons have been proposed 
to respond to the Soviet build-up 
of intermediate-range atomic 
weapons, including the SS-20 mis- 
sile and the backfire bomber. 

“There is a (military) imbalance 
at the expense of Western' 
Europe,” Simonet told the joint 
session of the committees. 

Meanwhile in Bonn, Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei 


Gromyko held an unscheduled 
breakfast meeting Friday with 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt as 
talks continued on controlling 
weaponry in Central Europe. 

Gromyko, in Bonn for meetings 
in advance of next month's NATO 
conference, spent about an hour 
with Schmidt in the chancellor's 
private quarters before the start of 
formal talks in the nearby Chan- 
cellery. 

Later, the Soviet minister was 
expected to appear before West 
German and foreign reporters for 
one of his rare press conferences. 

Gromyko’s visit comes a few 
weeks before important meetings 
in Brussels on the Western 
alliance to consider plans for 
deploying the U.S. missiles in 
Western Europe. 

Since the missiles would be able 
to reach Soviet soil, Moscow "has 
mounted a massive propaganda 
campaign aimed at convincing the 
West that deployment of the 
weapons threaten peace. 

NATO officials maintain the 
missiles are necessary to offset 
Soviet superiority in medium 
range nuclear delivery systems. 


During a dinner speech Thurs- 
day, Gromyko repeated the Soviet 
Union's readiness to enter into 
nuclear disarmaments negotia- 
tions. He also warned that 
deployment of the missiles would 
threaten detente. 


“Continuous competition in the 
field of nuclear missile armament 
can only serve to intensify the 
situation in Europe and the 
world,” he said. “It undermines 
the chances for agreement in dis- 
armament negotiations and serves 
to make the situation in the world'' 
even no complicated.'’ 
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And as if to soften his somber 
predictions, Gromyko added, “ As 
regards the Soviet Union, we have 
undertaken everything and will do 
everything that depends on us to 
keep the peace on this earth. That 
is the fundamental basis of our 
foreign policy. We conduct it con- 
sistently and continuously” 

After Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev's East Berlin offer last 
month to withdraw 20,1)00 troops 
and 1,000 tanks from East Ger- 
man, it was up to the West to make 
the next move, Gromyko said.

But conservation plan starts 

Poachers prey on Brazil jungle fauna 


POCONE, Brazil, Nov. 23 
( AP) — Game warden Jose Fir mo 
has a book on his desk at the iso- 
lated post he mans alone in 
BraziTs Pantanal swampland — 
the National Forest Code. 

But the Code is pretty much of a 
dead letter. 

Firmo is the only game warden 
in an area where thousands of 
animal pelts and crocodile skins 
are harvested monthly by 
poachers, according to govern- 
ment officials. The booty is carried 
by river launch and airplane to 
neighboring Bolivia. 

The area is only now being sur- 
veyed by biologists in preparation 
for the creation of a national park 
here. Firmo' s post site at the end 
of a 160- kilometer highway 
stretching south into the Pantanal 
from the county seat of Pocone. 
The post is literally surrounded by 
crocodiles during the rainy season, 
and Firmo rarely sees another 
human being. When he does, he 
complains. 

“ I don’t even have enough gas 
to run this Volkswagen, ” he says. 


“ I am alone here. There is little 
I can do against armed smugglers 
with high-powered launches and 
airplanes. ” 

The Pantanal contains one of 
the largest surviving concentra- 
tions of fauna in the Americas. 
Formed by flooding tributaries of 
the Paraguay river, the vast marsh- 
land covers 160,000 square 
kilometers of Brazilian territory in 
the state of Mato Grosso. 

Though the country' s national 
parks program has expanded in 
recent years to cover 4 million 
hectares, it lacks the ability to; 
study wilderness areas and to pro- 
tect them from marauders. 

The Pantanal, which becomes 
an enormous lake from November 
through March, still abounds in 
tapir, fox, marsh deer and Para- 
guayan caiman, as well as an esti- 
mated 200 species of birds includ- 
ing wide variety of herons, egrets 
and storks. Though they are fast 
disappearing under the guns of 
hunters and poachers, the area' s 
fauna concentration is still the 
largest in South America, accord- 


ing to field biologist. Dr. George 
Schaller, who is performing an 
ecological survey or the Pantanal. 

The world's largest rodent, the 
capybara, a semi-aquatic, her- 
bivorous animal weighing up to 27 
kilos, roams freely on Pantanal 
ranches and shares pasture with a 
resistant local breed of Zebu cattle 
— up to now the area's only com- 
mercial product. 

Capybara meat is eaten by some 
rural Brazilians and in Venezuela 
the giant rodent is bred commer- 
cially. Agronomists there calcu- 
late that because of the animal's 
high rate of reproduction, it can 
yield up to five times as much meat 
per acre as beef cattle. 

The capybara. along with the 
Paraguayan caiman, is one of the 
reasons behind a Brazilian gov- 
ernment scheme to preserve the 
Pantanal and its wildlife. 

“ introduction of modem 
agriculture to the Pantanal will 
upset the ecology and drive out 
the fauna.” says Maria Tereza 
Jorge Padua of BraziTs National 
Park, Department. 


NEW YORK. Nov. 23 ( AP) — 
A blizzard that paralyzed much of 
the Western part of the United 
States and forced hundreds of 
travelers into emergency shelters 
has moved eastward into parts of 
Minnesota and Iowa. 

The first blizzard of the season 
to reach Minnesota Thursday 
dumped up to 25 centimeter of 
snow in the southwestern part of 
the state, forcing dozens of motor- 
ists to abandon their cars and vir- 
tually dosing a major highway. 

Earlier this week the storm kil- 
led 10 persons and buried much of 
Colorado, Wyoming and Neb- 
raska. 

Blizzard-like conditions per- 
sisted in the Nebraska panhandle 
where the major East- West route 
remained dosed in some areas. 

In Sidney, Nebraska, the town- 
speople rustled up a Thanksgiving 
Day holiday dinner for about 14S 
travelers stranded in the National 
Guard armory. 

In Colorado, where there were 
only occasional flurries on the 
mountain peaks Thursday, a blan- 
ket of snow covering vast areas 
ranged in depth up to almost one 
meter in the foothills north of 
Denver. 

Blowing and drifting snow 
prompted the Colorado state pat- 
rol to discourage travel on 
mountain passes and in the plans, 
where the storm had frozen all 
forms of transportation.

Highly inbred animals are sub- 
ject to decreased fertility, reduced 
litter size and failure of tbe 
immune response, which makes 
diem more susceptible to disease 
and parasites, he said. 

Eisenberg said zoos or reserves 
with animals below minimum 
breeding numbers — between 50 
and 100 pairs — should tag or 
otherwise identify each animal 
and keep records of breeding pat- 
terns. 

And when dealing with 
endangered animals, every effort 
should be made to exchange 
breeding stock despite tbe costs to 
insure genetic variety, he said. 



Soviet ‘Concorde’ makes 
comeback after problems 



LONDON, Nov. 23 (OFNS)— 
Russia's supersonic airliner, the 
Tupolev Tu-144 ‘Kondordskf, 
winch Western experts tbought 
had been scrapped, is flying again. 
The Soviet Union has tested a new 
version, tbeTn-144D, fitted with 
newly designed engines. These are 
more efficient than those of the 
earlier aircraft, increasing range 
by about 70 per cent. 

The aircraft can now ffyps far as 
the Anglo-French Concorde and 
has enough range for die transcon- 
tinental domestic routes for which 
it was designed. 

— Test flights of the original 
Tu-144, which had a range of 
barely 2,000 miles with a full 
payload, were stopped when a 
Tu-144 crashed on test flight last 
May, killing its crew. The aircraft 
any have been an early Tn-144D. 
Another Tu-144 crashed at the 
Paris air show in 1973, and. it is 


tfaynghf that another prototype 
was wrecked early in the test prog- 
ram. 

The Tu-144D*s engines have 
been developed by the Kolesov 
design team, which built engines 
for Russia's first supersonic bom- 
bers. Until recently the team was 
unknown in die West. The new 
engines are pure jets, like the 
Concorde's; the earlier Tu-144s 
were fitted with bypass engines 
which were more efficient at low 
speeds and needed after-burning 
to push the aircraft to its intended 
cruising speed. 

There is no sign of when the 
Tu-144D will be put into service. 
However, the news that the Soviet 
Union is pressing ahead with 
development of its SST reopens 
iheposnbildy of supersonic flights 
from Europe across Russia to 
Japan, as proposed by Air France 
some years ago.

Ceausescu rule criticized 

BUCHAREST, Nov. 23 ( R) — 

An elderly former Communist 
official Friday publicly opposed 
the re-election of Romanian 
leader Nicolae Ceausescu from 
the floor of tbe Communist party 
congress, an unprecedented 
event. 

Constantin Pirvulescu, 83. a 
member of the party leadership 
until I960, rose at the end of the 
morning session, accused the 
Ceausescu of being undemocratic 
and called for changes. 

He told the hushed assembly 
♦hat he had earlier applied for 
permission to address the coo- 
rgress, but this had been rejected, 
and he asked for the right to 
speak. 

When this was granted by 
Ceausescu, the elderly former 
Politburo member rose to his fee; 


and accused the president of put- 
ting persona! interests before 
those of the country. He added he 
would not vote for the Romanian 
leaders re-election.

The trial, labeled “Colombia's 
martial court of the century”, 
started Wednesday in tbe chapel 
of Bogota’s prison under tight 
security measures. 

Among the defendants included 
several former congressmen, a 
former member of the military 
court and three Urguayans sus- 
pected of being members of the 
Tupamaxos, a radical group active 
in their country some years ago. 

Fifty-three of the 219 charged 
with terrorist and guerrilla 
activities m Colombia will be tried 
in absentia. 


As those in custody — men and 
women arrested several months 
ago — were brought in several of 
them embraced. Some had not 
seen each other for months. 

As the alleged urban guerrillas 
were reunited they started to

In a stand marked by its excit- 
ing, attacking play, both batsmen 
scored centuries as they took the 
West Indies score from 61 for two 


to 302 in only 156 minutes. 

The apparent ease with which 
the pair scored contrasted mar- 
kedly with the rest of their side, 
none of whom managed more 
than 25. 

Richards' 127 was scored 
despite a nagging groin injury, and 
when he stepped casually down 
the wicket to be stumped by John 
Bell off the bowling of Blau 
Campbell he seemed almost to 
give his wicket away.

What makes the best 


Science studies Olympics 


STATE COLLEGE. Pennsyl- 
vania Nov. 23 ( AP> — Scientists 
remain puzzled by a record- 
breaking leap at the 1 968 Olymp- 
ics in Mexico City and want to 
guard against similar mysteries at 
the Moscow Games next year. 

Bob Beamon’ s long jump of 29 
feet, 2 '/; inches broke the old 
world mark by nearly two feet, in a 
sport where gains are usually 
measured in fractions of inches. 

The achievement startled spec- 
tators and Beamon himself, whose 
longest jump since was a little 
short of 27 feet (8. 10 meters). No 
competitor has come close to dup- 
licating his Olympic feat. 

** It was just one of those rare 
moments in sports.'but we’ll never 
know exactly what he did right 
because there were no scientific 
films made at the Olympics, said 
Dr. Richard Nelson, director of 
the Biomechanics Laboratory' at 
Pennsylvania State University. 

Nelson heads the team of scien- 
tists planning to photograph 
movements of athletes at the Mos- 
cow Olympic Games in 1980. 

“ We’ll be looking at selected 
biomedical components for each 
of the sport movements, ’’ he said. 

"Every sport was a specific 
biomedical profile. What we’re 
trying to do is find out what it is 
that sets apart top contenders in 
each sport. " 

According to Nelson, general 


purpose tilms made at earlier 
Olympics were not suitable for 
biomedical analysis. The films did 
not capture the details needed to 
analyze athletes’ movements. 

In* the first project of its kind. 
Nelson’s team will use sophisti- 
cated equipment to record four 
sports at the 1 980 Games. 

** We won’t bother the ath- 
letes, ” Nelson said. "They’ll 
never even know they’re par- 
ticipating. ’’ 

Working with Soviet scientists, 
the team will record competition 
in men’s 2 nd women’s gymnastics, 
diving, rowing and weightlifting. 

" We still have some final deci- 
sions ro make on placement of 
cameras, specific events to film 
and many logistical problems. ” 

The project is sponsored by the 
U.S. Olympic Committee and the 
American College of Sports 
Medicine. 


SAO PAULO. Nov. 23 
Brazil's ex-worla champion For- 
mula One driver, Emerson Fit- 
tipaldi, has finally found a new 
sponsor, Cervejarias Reunidas 
Skol Caracu S.A. Fittipaldi, who 
made the announcement here 
Thursday afternoon, said the 
team’s second driver will be Keke 
Rosberg of Finland. 

The Fittipaldi team lost its 
sponsor three months ago when 
Brazil's Cope rsu car dropped out 
of the expensive Formula One 
game because of its own financial 
problems. At that time Fittipaldi 
admitted he was having trouble 
finding someone to take Coper- 
sucaf s place. But he declared he 
could afford to support the team 
himself for a few months, if he had 
to . just so he could keep driving. 

Fittipaldi refused to give details 
of the agreement between his 
team and Skol, but he said it costs 
$3.5 million to$4.5 million to keep 
a team on the road for a year. 

Skol signed a two-year contract. 

In spite of its problems in 
ar», 'ring a backer, the Fittipaldi 
team went ahead with prepara- 
tions for the 1980 season. It 
bought the Wolf racing team in 
October and is using its installa- 
tions in Reading, England, to 
build a new car. 


Fittipaldi will abandon the 
experimental F-6 which served 
him so badly in 1979, an will 
replace it with a conventional F-7. 
He said the car. designed under 
team captain Peter War, will start 
road tests in December on the 
Paul Ricard Track in Brazil. 


Fittipaldi said he was happy to 
have Roseberg as his second 
driver. "Keke, with his experi- 
ence, will be able to help me a lot 
in getting the new car into shape,” 
he said.

Kaunda blasts British 


ZIMBABWE RUINS, Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia, Nov. 23 (Agencies) — Patriotic 
Front guerrillas launched a brief attack Fri- 
day on a near-empty hotel at the Zimbabwe 
Ruins, the crumbling stone structures which 
ior African nationalists symbolize pre- 
colonial Zimbabwe Rhodesia. 

The guerrillas peppered the hotefs 
defences with automatic rifle fire from the 
surrounding bush, but no c asualties were 
reported in the attack which began after an 
unexplained explosion near the Zimbabwe 
Ruins Hotel. . , 

Only one guest was staying m the hotel at 

the time. 

Government security forces sent ground 
troops, a helicopter and a spotter plane to the 

area. . 

The attack was one of a senes of modems 
in the region since guerrillas and hotel staff 
fought a pitched overnight battle for the hotel 
last June. 

One white soldier was killed in the June 
attack but the guerrilla onslaught was 
repulsed. 

Guardsmen on two sides of the hotel 
blasted the bush with automatic rifle fire. 

Guerrillas of the Zimbabwe National Libera- 
tion army (ZANLA) of Robert Mugabe, 
which is based in Mozambique, operate in the 
area and were believed responsible for the 
assault. 

One aim of the attack was believed to be to

scare of black workers and force the closure 
of the hotel, giving the guerrillas easier access 
to the symbolic ruins. 

These were closed briefly to the public last 
June but they were open Friday when armed 
reservists in an armor- plated vehicle drove to 
them to pick up three European tourists who 
had unwittingly driven past the guerrilla posi- 
tion without incident and were strolling 
round the ruins taking photographs. 

The three men, a Belgian, a Swiss and a 
West German, were holidaymakers living in 
South Africa and touring Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia, They had heard the firing, they 
said, but did not realize the hotel had been

involved in the skirmish. 

In Lusaka President Kenneth Kaunda told 

2,000 youths assembled at State House on 
Friday fha* their earlier demonstrations at 
the British High Commission had shown the 
commissioner he was “irrelevant ' in Zambia. 

The youths earlier broke about 30 win- 
dows at a noisy demonstration at the commis- 
sion offices. The youths tore up the commis- 
sion gardens, hurled potted plants and stones 
at windows and chanted “ Britains go Home." 

The crowd then marched down Indepen- 
dence Avenue - jeering as they passed the 
commissioner's residence but causing no 
damage. 


Other man acquitted 

Mountbatten killer gets life sentence 


DUBLIN, Nov. 23 ( AP) — Irish Republi- 
can Army guerrilla Thomas McMahon, 31, 
was sentenced to jail for life by an anti- 
terrorist, no-jury court here Friday for assas- 
sinating Lord Louis Mountbatten, a cousin of 
Britain's Queen Elizabeth IL in the Irish 
Republic three months ago. 

Another defendant, 24-year-old Francis 
McGirl. was found innocent of the slaying. 
But the three judges at the special criminal 
court ordered him to stand trial Jan. 21 on 
charges of belonging to the outlawed IRA' s 
Provisional Wing. He was freed on 1,000 
pounds bail. 

The presiding judge gave permission to 
McMahon, a longtime Provisional IRA 
explosives specialist, to appeal the life sen- 
tence. 

Both men had denied they killed 79-year- 
old soldier-statesman Earl Mountbatten of 
Burma, the most prominent Briton to be slain 
by Irish terrorists this century. 

The Mountbatten assassination was the 
most sensational attack staged by the IRA 
and has led to a major tightening of security 
in Ireland as well as increased cooperation 
between the British and Irish governments to 
curb the guerrillas. 

The IRA is fi ghting to end British rule in 


Protestant-dominated Northern Ireland and 
to reunite it with the overwhelmingly 
Catholic Republic. Ireland was partitioned in 
1922.' 

Mountbatten was killed Aug. 27 when 
IRA terrorists blew up his 27-foot lobster 
boat. Shadow V, in Donegal Bay on _ the 
northwest coast of Ireland where the British 
peer and his family were vacationing. 

Also slain were Mountbatten’ s 14-year- 
old grandson, Nicholas Knatchbull; Lady 
Brabourne, Mountbatten’s daughter’s 
mother-in-law; and a 15-year-old boat boy. 
The Provisional IRA claimed responsibility. 

McMahon and McGirl were arrested by 
chance at a police roadblock several hours 
before the radio-detonated bomb exploded. 
Police said the pair planted the powerful 
bomb, leaving it for other IRA men to deto- 
nate. 

Detectives said they are still hunting for at 
least five other men involved in the assassina- 
tion. 

“We're confident more arrests will be 
made in this case soon," one police source 
reported. 

The j udge said McMahon was convicted on 
forensic evidence that proved be had been 
aboard Mountbatten' s boat.

Kaunda addressed the assembled crowd at 
the State House gardens. 

The demonstration was the second in two 
days, with both followed by a-speech by the 
Zambian leader. 

“ what you have done yesterday and this 
morning should show the British government 
that that man (British High Commissioner Sir 
Legnard Allinson) can't operate here any- 
more," Kaunda said. 

“He has rendered himself completely 
irrelevant,'' be said to enthusiastic cheers 
from the crowd. 

He called upon the youths to now leave die 
matter “in the hands of your party and the 
government to handle." 

It was understood to be a suggestion that 
the commissioner's residence and the high 
commission not be attacked again. 

Kaunda said 50,000 Zambian national ser- 
vicemen were ready to fight at a moment’s 
notice, but the country lacked funds and 
equipment 

Observers in the Zambian capital believed 
the number of soldiers available was much 
lower than that given by President Kaunda 
and said the figure was more likely to be 

25.000 to 30,000 including the 20,000 who 
were understood to be available for the gen- 
eral mobilization announced last Tuesday. 

The state-owned Zambia Daily Motion Fri- 
day called for the withdrawal of the commis- 
sioner following his impromptu remark that 
Britain was not responsible for damage 
caused by Zimbabwe Rhodesian raids into- 
Zambia. 

The newspaper, which generally reflects 
government thinkin g, accused Sir Leonard of 
undiplomatic misconduct and lack of respect 
for President Kaunda. 

“ We demand an apology from his govern- 
ment, and after that, he should be withdrawn 
because Zambia cannot tolerate him," the 
newspaper said. 

The call for Sir Leonard's departure fol- 
lowed a difficult day for Britain Thursday, in 
which the Union Jack was lowered from its 
pole at the British High Commission. 

About 50 demonstration;, of a group of 

2.000 marchers, passed the high commission, 
jumped over the compound walls and low- 
ered the flag while Zambian police stood 
back and watched. 

The others chanted anti-British slogans 
before moving on to State House where they 
were joined by about 4,000 others at a rally 
addressed. by Kaunda.

British plan rejected 

Ulster initiative hopes fading 


LONDON, Nov. 23 ( AP) — British plans 
for a new peace initiative in Northern Ireland 
were set back when moderate Catholic leader 
Gerry Fitt .announced his resignation as 
leader of Ulster’s Social Democratic and 
Labor Party. 

Fitt, who founded the SDLP in 1970 as a 
voice for moderate Catholic opinion in the 
.-irife-tom British province, had been relied 
on by successive British governments in 
efforts to bridge the sectarian divide between 
Ulster's Protestant majority and one- third 
Catholic minority. 

The 50-year-old member of parliament 
•.s)ld a news conference at the House of 
Commons that his resignation Thursday fol- 
lowed an internal squabble over whether the 
SDLP should attend Britain’s proposed 
four-party conference next month on provin- 
cial home rule for Northern Ireland. 

The parley was proposed this week by Bri- 
tain's Northern Ireland Secretary Humphrey 
Atkins. Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher’s 
government is under pressure from the Irish 
Republic and the United States to end the 
hi — <<K ioc" in Ulster which have claimed 


troubles" in Ulster which have claimed 
more than 2,000 lives during 10 years’ fight- 
ing. 

MP for West Belfast, a mixed working class 


district that- includes the blood-stained Shan- 
kiD Road and Falls Road, Fitt said he favors 
the new initiative by Britain, while other 
party members want to boycott the confer- 
ence. 

Because of this, he said. “ I could no longer 
live with my own conscience as a socialist and 
as a social democrat ” 

He said he felt "intense sadness” over his 
decision. 

His resignation followed a meeting of the 
SDLP executive committee early Thursday. 
“It is obvious there is no meeting of minds 
between me and my colleagues. The SDLP at 
the moment stands in total conflict to my 
whole ideology,” Fitt told reporters. 

He plans to continue serving as MP for 
West Belfast, a seat he has held since 1966. 

With the SDLP virtually certain to ignore 
the conference, and a leading Protestant 
party, the Official Unionists, also pledged to 
a boycott, the government’s initiative 
appeared shattered. Only the Alliance Party 
and Rev. Ian Paisley’s Democratic Unionists 
have agreed to take part. 

Britain ruled out participation by the 
mostly Catholic Irish Republican Army or 
any Protestant para-military groups. 


TOKYO, Nov. 23 ( AP) — The pilot 
of a Japan Air Lines DC- 10 wrested a 
bottle opener and a small plastic knife 
from a lone hijacker Friday, thwarting 
his attempt to force the plane to fly to 
the Soviet Union. 

The domestic flight, hijacked just 
after takeoff from Osaka, was carrying 
345 passengers and a crew of II to 
Tokyo. 

Kazumi Nomura, a 25-year-old 
tile-setter from Sakai City, was taken 
into custody after the hijacking ended 
on the ground at Tokyo's new Narita 
International Airport, officials said. 

Nomura demanded the plane be 
flown to the Soviet Union after being 
diverted to Narita, 64 kilometers out- 
side the Japanese capital. It had been 
scheduled to land at Haneda, Tokyo's 
domestic airport. 

The airline crew handed Nomura 
over to Narita Airport police after a 
scuffle in the cockpit. The pilot of the 
aircraft, 3 9-year-old Toshiyuki Nishih- 
iro suffered minor injuries to his wrist, 
a Japan Air Lines official s< id. 

None of the passengers or other crew 
members was harmed, officials said. 

In a radio conversation w»th the con- 
trol tower at Narita, Nomura a-legedly 
threatened to kill the co-pii t unless 
refuelling was begun in 10 minutes, a 
spokesman for the national carrier 
said. 

International flights were diverted to 
Haneda airport during the 90 minute 
period the plane was isolated at the 
north end of the apron of Narita' s only 
runway. 


The board chairman of Japan Air- 
lines, Shozo Hotta, was repotted to be 
on the hijacked plane, but the hijacker 
apparently wasn't aware of the execu- 
tive’s presence, authorities said. 

Passengers were beard giving a tradi- 
tional Japanese greeting to pilot 
Nishihiro as he was led through the air 
terminal after the incident. “Thank 
you for your pains” (“gokususaraa”), 
they were quoted by local news reports 
as saying. 

Friday was “labor Thanksgiving 
day," a national holiday. 

Officials said a motive for the 
attempted hijacking was not immedi- 
ately established. 

Since 1970, Japan has given in to 
terrorists’ demands in four major 
hijack cases involving Japanese planes 
abroad. AU four cases involved the 
Japanese Red Army group.^ 

In 1977, the then Prime Minister 
Takeo Fukuda, saying human lives are 
heavier than the earth, paid a $ 6 mil- 
lion ransom and released six convicted 
terrorists in exchange for 156 passen- 
gers of a Japan Air Lines DC-8 
hijacked over India. 

Radical hijackers had sought asylum 
in North Korea, Ubya and Algeria but 
no Japanese have ever attempted to go 
to the Soviet Union. 

Japan has since passed an anti- 
hijacking law that calls for harsh pun- 
ishment, including the death penalty. 
Japanese police also have set up a spe- 
cial 70-man task force to deal with 
hijackers.
